VII. An Account of an extraordinaryHruptlon of 
Mount Vefuvius in the Month of March, in the 
Tear 173c, extraSled from the Meteorologi- 
cal Diary of that Tear at Naples, communi- 
cated by Nicliol.

THE Thermometer ufed in this Diary, was made 
by Mr. Haukfbec, m which the Freezing- Point is 
marked at 65 Degrees under the Point extreme Hot 5 
but the Dc&or oWerves, that at Naples Water will 
freeze: when tins Thermometer frauds at 55 Degrees 
only : Which, he is of Opinion, fecms to argue, that 
there is fomt thing clfe befides an intenfc Degree of 
Cold required for freezing Water 5 that the Air of 
Naples abounds in ir, more than the Air of London 5 
and that this may probably be of a feline Nature; be- 
cause when we turn Water into Ice by the Help of 
Snow, it is neceflary to mix Salt with it.

TH E Advantage of Printing above Writing, has 
at laft prevailed with the Grand Signor to permit 
a Printing-Prcfs to be fer up at Conjlantinop/c. It was 
obtained upon a Memorial prefenred to him by the 
Grand Vizier, with the Confcnt of the Mufti. 

The Privilege is granted to Zaid the Son of Mehe- 
met Effhidiy late Ambaflador in France y and Ibrahim 
Mutofarrica^ the Author of a fmall Tract in this 
P>ook. The Licence extends to the printing all Sorts 
of Books written in the Oriental Languages, except 
fuch as treat of the Mahometan Religion. 

The Book before me leems to be one of the firft 
that ever was printed there. For though Giaithauris 
Arabic Di&ionary, translated into Turkifh, was what 
the Turks dcfigned, for particular Rcafons, to begin 
withal 5 yet theManufcript, from which they printed 
off the firft Sheets, was found to be fo incorrect, that 
the Grand Signor ordered the printine; of it to be 
ftopp'd, 'till a more corrcft Copy could be procured.
